The old bill with hardly a change 


•will be reported to the house and 
Congressman Lawrence has been as 
surred that the appropriation for the 
Boston harbor project is safe. 


Washington, Dec. 19.—The bill to pro- 


ride revenue temporarily for the Phil- 
ippine islands passed the house yester- 
day by a vote of 163 to 128. Five Re- 
publicans—Messrs. McC'all 
(Mass.), 


Littlefield (Me.), Heatwole, Eddy and 
Stevens (Minn.), voted with the Demo- 
crats against the "bill, and three Demo- 
crats—Messrs. Robertson, Davey and 
Broussard (La.), voted with the Repub- 
licans for it. Mr. Meyer (Dem. La.), 
was paired in favor of the bill with Mr. 
Foster (Dem. Ills.). Mr. Warner (Ills.), 
who voted against the Porto Rican bill 
last congress, voted for the Philippine 
measure yesterday. 
Sir. Crumpackcr 


(Intl.), who also voted against the Porto 
Rican bill, was absent. 


In tbe course of the debate yesterday 


the Democrats were several times 
taunted with their failure to present an 
alternative proposition for the pending 
measure, but just before the vote was 
taken en the passage of the bill the atti- 
tude of the minority was defined in amo- 
tion to recommit, offered by Mr. Rich- 
ardson, the minority leader. It in- 
structed tbe ways and means committee 
to report the bill back 'amended so as 
to reduce the customs and internal rev- 
enue laws of the United States to a 
revenue basis and to extend them to the 
Philippines until tbe latter, with the aid 
of the United States, should be abl» to 
set up a stable independent government. 
This proposition did rot command a Re- 
publican vote and the three Louisiana 
Democrats above mentioned 
voted 


against it. 


The bill passed yesterday imposes the 


DIngley rates on goods entering 11 e 
United States from the Philippines and 
the rates established by the Philippine 
commission on goods entering the Phil- 
ippines from the United States. 


It also provides for collection of ton- 


nage taxes on vessels plyins betwc. -* 
the United States an.j the Philippines 
ind that foreign vessels may ply be- 
.ween these ports until Jan. 1, 1905. 
The duties and taxes collected under the" 
provisions of the bill shall go into the 
Philippine treasury to be expended for 
the use and benefit of the islands. 


Mr. McCall, a Republican member of 


the ways and 
means 
committee, 


opposed the pending measure in a vigor- 
oua speech. Referring to the Porto 
Rico decisions by tRe supreme court, 
Mr. McCall said: 


"Four of the five justices who upheld 


the law were of the opinion that the 
fifth justice in deciding witli them as- 
sumed a position inconsistent with th; t 
taken by the same justice in another de- 
cision promulgated by him on Hie same 
day. One Justice said that the two po- 
sitions were irreconcilable. If his posi- 
tions were irreconciliable, who shall say 
which one was right, and which was 
wrong? 


"What Lave we seen in the last three 


years," be asked. "We have witnessed 
the solemn farce of four or five very 
estimable American gentlemen sitting 
as a legislature over ten million of peo- 
ple, of whose language, customs, con- 
ditions and existence they were proba- 
bly ignorant four years ago. We have 
witnessed the spectacle of an American 
army, numbering over 70,000 i. en, en- 
gaged in conquering a people struggling 
for independence. We have seen our 
highest court apparently forgetful that 
thia nation was established us a protest 
against the power of one peopte to tax 
permanently another people, declaring 
congress exempt from the constitutional 
limitation upon the great central pc wor 
of taxation, and thus opening tbe way 


for auiui..inc government and for the 
exploitation of subject peoples. 
We 


have seen our permanent standing 
nnny multiplied more than threefold 
and tbe expenses of our military estab- 
lishments approach that of the most 
army-ridden nation, of Europe. 
We 


have seen ourselves take a position 
highly inconsistent in point of justice 
with the Monme doctrine, when, de- 
manding tbat the governments of the 
eastern continent shall keep their hands 
off from this hemisphere, we ourselves, 
with hundreds of millions of unfilled 
acres and vast untouched forests, seize 
at one stroke a thousand islands in tbe 
other hemisphere. 


•"I believe now, as I have always be- 


lieved, that when our commissioners 
set their band to the treaty annexing the 
Philippines, they inaugurated as in- 
fatuated a policy as any upon which a 
great nation ever embarked. I know it 
is said that it will give us commerce. 
Oar trade with those islands appears 
today to have reached the magnificent 
proportions of the trade of a corner 
grocery; but if it should promise to 
brmg to this country all the wealth of 
the Indies, I believe our national honor, 
the preservation in their integrity of 
Republican 
institutions, our future 


peace and safety, every dictate of in- 
terest and jnstif e, demand that we shall 
now so shape onr steps that we may re- 
turn again to the God of our Fathers." 


After a few remarks by Mr. Qreene 


(Pa.), in opposition to the bill, Mr. Mc- 
Clellan(X. Y.) closed the debate for liis 
side- The acquisition of the Philippine 
islands, he said, was the most costly 
plunge ever made by a reckless gambler 
nt ihe Monte Carlo of international 
politics.

Massachusetts memorial tablets erect 
ed on the site of the old war prison 
were dedicated today.

Norton, president of the Massachu- 
setts association of ex-prisoners of 
war, presided. 


The monument was turned over to 


Massachusetts by C. E. Davis, chair- 
man of tbe commission, and was ac- 
cepted by Lieutenant governor John 
L. Bates, who made the address of 
the day. The Massachusetts party 
numbered 35. 


All of the commission, were at one 


time Andersonville prisoners. 


The tablet was authorized by re- 


solve of the legislature last year. An 
appropriation of J8000 was provided. 


The memorial itself is massive and 


imposing. 
It is entirely of Quincy 


granite and is 14 feet high. The tab- 
let proper rests on a base of three- 
face stones. The whole is surmounted 
by a granite ball 2 feet 6 inches in 
diameter. 


The tablet is 7 feet high. 6 feet wide 


an three feet deep. The face is in bas 
relief, the letters are raised and pol- 
ished. A single granite piece composes 
the tablet. In the capstone, imitation 
keystone, is the inscription, "Death 
Before 
Dishonor." 
Directly under 


this is the raised and carved seal of 
the commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


The reverse of the tablet is a pol- 


ished panel. The letters her are all 
supnken. Above on the capstone is the 
inscription "Known dead 767" 


Below on the tablet, follows th« In 


iscription: "Resolv* 1900, chapter 77. 
Approved May 28, W. Murry Crane, 
governor. Commissioners: Charles G. 
Davis, Thaddeus H. Newcomb, Fran 
els C. Curtis, Levi G. McKnight, Ev 
erett S. Horton." 
The memorial weighing 35 tons stands 
on ground formerly occupied by the 
confederate prison. The lot will be 
marked further by four stone posts 
at the corners. Engraven in the top 
of each post wil be fhe abbreviation, 
"Mass". 


The lot was purchased by the Wo-

WRECKED THE TOWN HALL 


CERTAIN SIGNIFICANCE 


Assault From Outside and Within the 


Building Caused Speakers to Fedt 
For Their Lives-Lloyd George It 
Denouaced as a Traitor 


London, Dec. 18.—David 
Lloyd- 


George, M. P., spoke in Birmingham 
town hall last night. The majority of 
the audience were enraged by his pro- 
Boer aud anti-Chamberlain utterances. 
They rushed the police cordon guarding 
the platform. In the meanwhile the 
building was besieged from the outside 
by a mob, who smashed windows and 
tried to force th« doors, which had lipen 
barricaded. They fusilladed the au- 
dience with stones through the win- 
dows. The police reserves were turned 
out and succeeded in dispersing toe mob 
after repeated charges. A number of 
persons were injured and the town hall 
was wrecked. Not a single window 
was left whole. 


The students of Birmingham univer- 


sity, which was founded by the efforts 
of Mr. Chamberlain, held a meeting of 
protest yesterday and crowds were 
awaiting admission to the building long 
before the doors of the town hall were 
opened. The building filled quickly and 
it was immediately seen that trouHe 
was coming. While the organist was 
playing the dissentients began singing 
"Britons Never Will Be Slaves," until 
the organist was compelled to desist 
Then cheers were raised for '"Joey" 
and a white nag was unfurled amid 
deafening shouts of "Traitor" 
as 


Lloyd-George and friends appeared en 
the platform. 


All attempts at speech-making were 


futile, owing to the continuous din of 
hissing, hooting and singiup. 
The 


speakers had to, perforce, content them- 
selves with dictating a few sentences 
In the ears of the reporters. These were 
mainly of protest against the agitation 
stirred up by the "Jingo" press. 


In the meantime the enormous crowd 


ontside the building had become mere 
noisy and more menacing. Presently a 
stone came through a window. 
This 


caused a stampede among the occupants 
of the gallery. From this time for- 
ward pandemonium reigued in the 
building and ugly rushes were made for 
the platform. 


The police were soon overpowered. 


Lloyd-George and his friends were com- 
pelled to retreat to an inner room for 
safety. They were unable to leave the 
building for fear of mob violence and 
were kept prisoners until a late hour, 
when Lloyd George, disguised ns n 
chief constable, left the town hall with 
a posse of policemen. 


Many constables were seriously in- 


jured in their attempts to clear the 
streets, which they did not bucct-ed in 
doingjintil a heavy downfall of rain and1 
•leet came to their assistance. 


It is rumored that one civilian tas 


died of injuries received. Several ar- 
rests for resisting the police have been 
made. At a meeting held outside the 
town hall resolutions of confidence in 
the government were carried. 
This 


meeting sent the following telegram to 
Mr. Chamberlain: 


"Lloyd-George, the traitor, was not 


allowed to say a word. The citizens 
have passed a resolution expressing 
confidence In the government and tl elr 
admiration of your unique and fear- 
less services for king and country." 


Estimates of the numbers of the 


demonstrators vary from 10,000 to 50.- 
000 persons. 


The Birmingham riot is considered a 


eurious Illustration of the varigated 
career of Joseph Chamberlain, the co- 
Ionian secretary. The Aston Park riots 
of 1884, It is pointed out, were demon- 
strations on the part of the Chamber- 
hdnites against tup so-called Tory In- 
truder, Lord Randolph Churchill, while 
that of yesterday was against an ex- 
treme radical.

In Appointment of the New 


Postmaster General 


CABINET'S HEAD POLITICIAN 


Who Keeps la Touch With the People 


More Than Any Other Member- 
No Break Up of Cabinet Likely to 
Follow tho Resignation of Smith 


Washington, Dec. 19.—The retirement 


of Postmaster General Smith is not to 
be taken as au indication of the gen- 
eral breakup of the cabinet, as some 
commentators try to make out. 
The 


retirement was decided upon before 
anyone expected that President McKin- 
ley would not live out his second term, 
and was deferred atter Mr. McKmley's 
death so as to give the new president a 
chance to get his administrative ma- 
chiuery into good working order. It is 
not unlikely, however, that certain 
other cabinet members may retire from 
time to time, and all in the same way 
that Mr. Smith retires—after reaching 
what they consider the highest point of 
their possible usefulness, witnessing the 
launching of their special enterprises 
and having got things into a postion 
where their successors have only to keep 
a hand on the lever and let them run. 


Mr. Payne was m the president's 


mind as, soon as Mr. Smith announced 
his definite purpose to return to jour- 
nalism, and it was obviously impossible 
to more him. The president had in- 
tended to invite Mr. Payne to a position 
requiring special administrative ca- 
pacity in case a suitable opening of- 
fered itself. His faculty for manage- 
ment has beeu abundantly proved in 
private business; his health is so 
greatly improved since his late trip 
abroad that no apprehension was felt 
on that score; and politically he and the 
president are in thorough accord as to 
the southern policy. 
The bitterness 


which onec existed against Mr. Payne 
among the labor unions on account of 
his relation to the Milwaukee street 
railroad system, in which occurred one 
of the most serious strikes of recent 
years, is believed to have passed away 
with the better understanding between 
the parties to ihc- struggle. 


The choice of the chairman of the ex- 


ecutive committee of the National Re- 
publican committee for this particular 
place *n the cabinet has a certain sig- 
nificance all its own. The postmaster 
genera^is the chjef politician of the 
cabinet. The system over which he pre- 
sides ramifies into every crossroad 
hamlet in the United States, and there 
,1s no department which comes and 
keeps in so close (ouch with the people 
as hit. It becomes of prime import- 
ance, with matters as they sre, that the 
postmaster general shall "know" poli- 
tics and politicians and be nble to judge 
for himself what appointments are go- 
ing to foster factionalism and what are 
going to be popular and in the'interest 
of general g«»d feeling. On the polit- 
ical side, therefore, the choice of Mr. 
Payne is «11 that could be asked in the 
president's behalf. 


It rear lis said for the reassurance of 


doubters and the disillusionment of 
those who might cherish false hopes, 
that the two polio!* particularly linked 
with Mr., Smith's administration will be 
L-niTied forward nader Mr. Payne as he 
tind»rstflads them, and the president is 
in full syropa thy with them. These are 
the rural frs«s delivery, which now runs 
almost automntically, and the reform of 
second-c\» ss postage abuses which 
Third Ass.stant Postmaster General 
Madden bas in charge. The portfolio 
will not change hands until about the 
middle of January. ItJ jg the present 
purpose of the president not to send the 
nomination of Mr. Payne to the senate 
till after the Christmas holidays.

A MISSION OF PEACE 


Capital and Labor Will Endeavor to 


Remove Existing Difficulties 


New York, Dec. 19.--The general com- 


mittee named by the conference culled 
to consider plans for healing the 
dif- 


ficulties between the capitalistic and 
labor interests of the couutjy organized 
yesterday, elected officers &.ud issued a 
general statement of its mission of 
peace. Senator Hanna was chosen as its 
chairman, with Samuel Gorayers secoufl 
jn command. 


The statement issued expressed a de- 


termination to strive for industrial 
peace; to aid in establishing rightful re- 
lations between those who toil and their 
employers; to confer and ndvise with 
employers and employed when in con- 
flict; to encourage agreements under 
which labor shall be performed, and to 
arbitrate disputes when asked by both 
sides to the dispute. Determination to 
avoid discussion of abstract industrial 
problems was avowed. 


Chairman Straus made a brief state- 


ment for publication. "I cannot tel! you 
anything about the plan for putting into 
practice the peaceful project of this 
conference," he said- "We are at work 
on it, and in due time it will be made 
public. I believe every man named on 
the committee will serve. All of tbe 
labor leaders have accepted and in this 
epoch making union of labor and cap- 
ital no maa can deny his services to a 
project that means such n great good 
for his country. The approval of tbe 
labor leaders means tbe co-operation of 
more than 2,000,000 organized workers. 
As we progress in this work 'it becomes 
more apparent that tbe chief cause of 
trouble In the past has arisen from mis- 
understandings."

The 
acid fruits, especially lemons and oranges, 
are particularly good for stomach trou- 
bles and rheumatism.

from two to eight pounds of grapes a day, 
or, if oranges are the curative agency, the

pends ui)»n a perfect balance of foods 
taken. There are many other factors en- 
tering into the question, but this feature 
must not be forgotten. Few people there 
are who can keep healthy without fruit. 


How absurd, some one says, to be told 


to eat fruit when everybody eats it Yes, 
but how do you eat it? Do yau take a 
definite amount of it, the same aa yen do 
of meat and potatoes, or do you eat it as 
you do candy? 


If you suffer from an acute attack of 


indigestion after a dinner of sonp, meats, 
pickles, sauces, salad, cakes, pastries, 
with spices and condiments enough to 
blister the skin, to say nothing of the deli- 
cate lining of the stomach, pray do not 
aver that indigestion arises from the mor- 
sel of fruit taken at the end. 


Be honest with your stomach for a 


month. Eat no more than you need of 
simple food, into which the true luxuries 
of nature, such as apples, oranges, pears 
or other fruit, shall enter. Try, if only 
as an interesting experiment, to eat spar- 
ingly of the cruder articles of diet and 
more of those suited to your real needs 
and see to it that fruit forms a part of 
each meal.

Natives Anxious to Learn. Jeal- 


ousy. Between Civil and 


Military Foroes 


Charles Holland of Blackinton has 


b-gun his duties as one of the govern- 
ment teachers in 
the 
Philippines* 


being located in the island of Luzon, 
and writes interestingly to the Tran 
script of his experiences in arriving 
at the town which is now his home 
and of his reception there. In vern 
of the many complaints that were sent 
home by- other teachers who went 
from this country, his description of 
his arrival will be of especial interest, 
showing that not all 
the teachers 


fared so badly, after all1. The letter 
is dated November 3, and was sent 
soon after his arrival in San Estaben, 
Luzon, where his school is located. 


He begins by describing his journey 


to the islands, which brought him to 
Manila October 8. He stayed there 
twq weeks, and stayed in the old ex- 
position buildings, 
erected 
in 1895 


where all the teachers with whom he 
went were quartered. The buildings, 
are owned by the government and are 
at present used entirely for this pur- 
pose. After two weeks he left Man- 
nila and took another steamer trip of 
240 miles to the island of Luzon, where 
a long wagon trip took him to the 
town where his school is located. 


Continuing, be says, 
"On reaching my town that night i 


'was met by the Presidente, and the 
band was out to welcome me. The 
next morning I talked with the most 
important man in town, the priest, 
and feel that I am on the right side 
of every one here. I have been constant 
ly visited here and i my house by 
crowds of natives, who are anxious to 
learn and want to know about the 
school. Last night I was serenaded 
by a crowd with violins and guitars. 


"Everything is quite Spanish. Jt is 


necessary to speak Spanish, at least 
some, and though I have never studied 
the language I am able to talk suffi- 
ciently to get on even now. 


"I have a house well furnished and 


a servant boy to do my work, all of 
which costs very little here. 


"There are great opportunities here 


for capital. The men work in the 
rice fields for two cents a day, and 
land 
is 
extremely 
cheap. 
The 


mountains are full of ore, and covered 
^ith timber, awaiting American cap- 
ital. 
The United States; is not in 


possession of the Philippine colonies, 
but a Philippine empire. The size of 
their possessions here has not begun 


j to dawn on the average American. 


I 
"Soldiers are in every town. There 


j is war in many sections and probably 


will be for many years. A very inter, 
esting and instructive newspaper ar- 
ticle could be written concerning the 
jealously and strife which is every- 
where evident between the civil and 
military forces. 
You cannot trust 


most reports you get because they are 
colored by prejudice in favor of one 
side or the other. 


"I wish to correct one wrong impres 


sion which so many American people 
have. The millions that it is costing 
to educate the Filipinos is all paid 
by the Philippine government, that 
is, by themselves. In a very few years 
they will more than pay for every 
branch of their government. 


"Of course in a new country like 


this one meets with many adventures, 
and begins to realize that what would 
be called safety and peace here would 
be regarded decidedly otherwise in 
the states. At night all Americans, 
when out, carry a friendly six-shooter 
in their belts. The natives as a who> 
are friendly, and we only fear the oc 
casional crank, the same as we do in 
the states. I will tell you more in 
my next letter regarding my school."

ing: 


"If you care to send an inexpensive 


present to your relative please mark 
the 'package plainly with the name of 
the patient and also with your name 
so that we can acknowledge its re 
ceipt. If you prefer, it may be sent 
in an outside wrapper addressed to 
me or you may bring it if you are 
coming here soon. Getting the tree 
ready involves so much work on the 
part of the officers that it is request- 
ed to have presents sent as early as 
December 20, if possible."
